Industry Featured ’69 Building 


It was a banner year for the 
building inspector’s department -- 
a sort of reverse trend, so to 
speak, in which the balance swung 
from new home construction to 
industrial expansion. 

While new home construction 
was off by 17 units as compared 
to 1968, building of industrial com- 
plexes far exceeded any major cap- 
ital projects within recent years. 

Naturally the Raytheon-ptant off 
Lowell street, was the biggest 
Single permit issued by Building 
Inspector Arthur Peatman during 
the past year. 

The multi-million dollar struc- 
ture, approved by a special town 
meeting in the summer of 1968, 
is now well under construction 
and is expected to be ready for 
occupancy within a few short 
months. The building is con- 
structed in such a way that anti- 
cipated expansion of the facility 
will be accomplished later. 

The permit fee, obtained in Feb- 
ruary last year, was in excess 
of $26,000, the largest building 
permit fee ever collected by the 
town. 

The total industrial expansion in 
1968, according to Mr, Peatman’s 
figures, was $11,833,200.

This was $6,000,000 more than 
a year ago. 

Included in the total was comple- 
tion of the Brockway-Smith-Haigh- 
Lovell plant off Dascomb road. The 


building was constructed at a cost 


in excess of $1,000,000 and is now 
in complete operation. 

The company manufactures door 
frames and window casings and 
other items for home and indus- 
trial use. It also has al) its 
warehouse facilities here, having 
moved its complete operation to 
Andover from Charlestown. 

During the year, the Gillette 
Toiletries Co.. completed its 
building in Lowell Junction and 
became the town’s top taxpayer. 
This building, also planned for 


future expansion, is now in com- 
plete operation and manufacturing 
and producing the many men’s and 
women’s toiletries products ship- 
ped world-wide with an Andover 
address. 

The building inspector’ s depart- 
ment, is one of the few in the 
community which is a self-sus- 
taining operation. In other words, 


* the town receives from the opera- 


tion financial benefit. The fees col- 
lected more than offset the expense 
of running the department, The 
fees collected are turned over to 
the town treasurer and revert to 
the free cash account. 

This year a record total of 
$45,831.80 was collected in fees

A ‘‘transitional budget,’’ pleas- 
ing to the ears of the school com- 
mittee was discussed Tuesday 
night.

Poems Of Anne Bradstreet 


Published In Paperback 


Anne Bradstreet, famous poet 
who lived in Andover in the 1600’s 
is the subject of a new book, 
‘*Poems of Anne Bradstreet,”’ is- 
sued in paper-back form by Dover 
Publications of New York City, 
It has been edited by Robert 
Hutchinson of New York with pains- 
taking scholarship. 

Anne Bradstreet was the first 
American poet and the first woman 
poet of any importance in the Eng- 
lish language. This new edition 
of her poems includes ‘‘Contem- 
plations,’* which records her 
thoughts inspired by the natural 
beauty of her surroundings in 
Andover -- in one instance as she 
sat on the bank of the Merrimack 
River. Also included is ‘‘Upon 
the burning of our house, 1666.” 
The house was inwhat is now North 
Andover. TheBradstreets’ library 
of over 800 volumes, a very large 
library for its time, was lost in 
the fire. 

One book that escaped destruc- 
tion was a small leather-bound 
volume containing AnneBrad- 
street’s only known manuscript, 
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ANDOVER 


with some forty pages in her own 
handwriting. She had given the 
book to her son Simon, who lived 
in Connecticut, some time before 
the fire. In 1955 this book was 
received as a gift to the trustees 
of the Stevens Memorial Library 
in North Andover, where it is pre- 
served as one of the greatest 
treasures of American literary 
history. Photographs of pages of 
the manuscript are included in 
the new edition of the poems. 

An ancient handwritten recordof 
1672, pressed between sheets of 
transparent silk and preserved in 
the Andover town hall, notes that 
Anne Bradstreet died on Septem- 
ber 16 of that year. The location 
of her grave is unknown.

Tuberculin Testing Planned 


A tuberculin testing program 
will be conducted for Andover 
school students during the week of 
Feb. 2. 

The consent of parents is neces- 
sary for a pupil to participate in 
the program. Consent slips will 
be distributed during the week of 
Jan. 12 and must be returned not 
later than Friday, Jan. 23. 

The tine test will be used in the 
testing Program and consists of a 
plastic handle attached to a small 
metal disc on which are 4 small 
points or tines. These tines are 
coated withtuberculin protein test- 
ing material. The disc is applied 
to the forearm with a slight pres- 
sure and is held in place for a 
second or two. 

Forty eight to seventy two hours 
later, the test will be read. There 
may be a slight reaction in some 
cases. If the test is positive it 
does not mean that the student has 
Tuberculosis. However, a more 
sensitive test must then be given. 
If this test is positive, it indi- 
cates that at some time, the stu- 
dent has been exposed to active 
TB and enough germs have en- 
tered the body to cause a positive 
reaction. A chest x-ray should 
be taken to determine whether 
there is any damage to the lungs. 


Chest x-rays of positive re- 
actors and their family members 
will be arranged through the Board 
of Health Nurse and the School 
Nurses at the ‘Parker Manor TE 
Clinic in Lawrence. 

The tuberculin testing program 
is under the direction of the school 
nurses. The tests will be given 
during the week of Feb. 2 and the 
reactions read forty eight hours 
after the tests are given. 

This program is part of acounty 
wide tuberculosis control pro- 
gram. Cooperating agencies in- 
clude the Andover Board of Health, 
the School Department, Essex 
County Health Association, the 
Mass. Department of Public 
Health, Division of TB Control and 
the Northeastern District Health 
Office.

Record Growth Reported At 


Andover Bank Meeting 


Highlighting the annual meeting 
of Andover Savings Bank held Jan. 
12 at the main office, was a re- 
port by Robert M. Henderson, 
president, that the institution has 
experienced the greatest yearly 
dollar and percentage increase in 
deposits in its 136 year history. 

According to Henderson, de- 
posits increased by over 
$5,000,000 for the 12 months end- 
ing Dec. 31 to a new all-time high 
of $52,400,000, representing a per- 
centage growth of 10.7 percent 
for the year. This record gain, 
he said, is not only gratifying but 
most interesting since in contrast 
the thrift industry nationwide has 
experienced the worst deposit- 
growth year since 1946, 

For comparison, he pointed out 
that the average growth rate for 
all mutual savings banks in the 
State for the past year was 7.1 
percent. 

Henderson cited three important 
factors as contributing to the 
bank’s unusually high deposit 
gain: (1) The location of its three 
offices in growing suburban towns 
of Greater Lawrence. (2) The 
adoption of new forms of sav- 
ings accounts to méet the needs 
of the more sophisticated saver 
or investor, and (3), the reloca- 
tion last year of the Methuen 
office to 547 Broadway on the 
New Hampshire - Massachusetts 
State line. ‘‘In 1969 alone,’’ he 
said, ‘‘our Methuen office has 
gained $1,125,000, representing a 
growth rate of 25 percent. 

He reported that the bank’s in- 
vestment in real estate loans, 
written primarily on residential 
properties in Greater Lawrence, 
amounted to $9,000,000 for the 
year bringing the total mortgage 
portfolio to a record $43,000,000. 

A 9.5 percent increase in per- 
sonal loan volume was also noted 
with the greatest percentage in- 
vested in Government backed 
HELP (Higher Education Loan 
Program) — loans to assist qual- 
ifying students further their ed- 
ucational careers. ‘‘We look upon 
this program as an extremely im- 
portant one.’”’ Henderson stated, 
‘fand will make every effort 
through the HELP program to 
continue our financial assistance 
to deserving students within the 
limits of funds available. 

Trustees were told that the re- 
modeling of the North Andover 
office was proceeding on schedule. 
When completed later this winter, 
there will be more teller’s win- 
dows, plus an additional parking 
area at the back of the building 
where a new rear entrance will 
lead to the bank lobby, and in 
general, improve the branch of- 
fice both from a functional and 
appearance standpoint. As part 
of the program, an attractive, 
free-standing clock has been in- 
stalled in front of the branch 
which provides the only public 
clock in North Andover. 

In conclusion, Henderson paid 
tribute to a‘‘ hardworking and dedi- 
cated’’ staff of officers and 
employees whose efforts and in- 
terest in. the bank contributed 
greatly to 1969’s outstanding 
growth. He also thanked the trus- 


tees and board of investment for

Tax Returns 
Must Be Filed 


In Andover 


Federal income tax returns 
should no longer be filed with 
the Internal Revenue Service dis- 
trict office at Boston, but with the 
IRS Service Center, 310 Lowell St., 
Andover, beginning Jan. 1. This 
applies to all returns and not only 
to those claiming refunds. 

The IRS North-Atlantic Region, 
which includes Massachusetts, is 
the latest to require direct filing 
of all income tax returns with IRS 
regional service centers, under a 
law enacted Nov. 2, 1966, William 
E, Williams, district director of 
Internal Revenue, announced. 

Direct filing of returns 
eliminates the delay caused by 
initial handling at the district of- 
fice, where returns had to be 
packaged and shipped to Andover 
for processing. 

Mr. Williams emphasized that 
direct filing will in mo way cur- 
tail services taxpayers have been 
accustomedto receiving from the 
IRS district office. He said, ‘‘By 
relieving the district office of the 
burden of receiving returns and 
preparing them from transship- 
ment, we will have a greater op- 
portunity to render services to tax- 
payers.”’

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Editorial Comment 


: } The Dump 


A sanitary disposal site, by any other name, jis still 
commonly known as a dump. 

The problem of solid waste disposal, and ‘dumping’ of 
same has been under study for some time, here in Andover. 

The study committee reported its findings to the select- 
men this week, and as was expected, the news was not 
the cheeriest. 

Added expenses, most assuredly. 

A story on the report of the committee appears else- 
where in this edition of the TOWNSMAN. 

But a dump -- sanitary disposal site -- sanitary landfill 
disposal site -- is a necessity. 

The report given Monday night is in the manner of sug- 
gestions as to how best to curb Andover’s problems on a 
temporary basis. It is far from a cure-all to the town’s 
problems of solid waste disposal. | 

There are many -methods still under consideration, but 
the committee appeared to have done its homework well,’ 
although missing a few points here and there. 

Somehow, a dump, and we call it that only for want of a 
better word, and probably not giving it the dignity of being 
a sanitary disposal site, is something we accept as being 
there forever when we need it. 

It is a municipal facility. It is a lot like the water lines 
and the sewer lines, buried under the ground and accepted 
as answering the demand when needed. 

Let a line break, and hear the screech of the homeowner, 
whose service has been disrupted. 

It is like paying for fire and police protection, in the 


Home Rule 


One of the most pleasant articles which will be acted 
upon at the annual town meeting this year will be one 
which deals with home rule. 

The selectmen, Monday night, and we are sure in their 
session on Wednesday, endorsed ‘the idea, of. allowing 
local taxpayers and citizens to determine their own 
destiny as to what they will pay theif municipal em- 
ployees. ° 

The town meeting article, in essence, will be an ad- 
weory to the elected representatives and senators from 
this area, to cease and desist from establishing salary 
minimums for municipal employees, whether they be 
police, fire, public works department personnel or the pro-— 
fessional educational staff. 

Whether the legislation is permissive or mandatory mat- 
ters little. The stigma is placed upon the town. 

Purpose of the home rule amendment is to let our legis- 
lators know that, for instance, here, in Andover, we know 
best what we can afford. 

Indeed, a representative from the Berkshires, could 
hardly care about conditions in Andover, and possibly vice 
versa. 

We recognize the increased cost of living. We are cogni- 
zant that our municipal employees are taxpayers and home- 
owners. 

But we feel sincerely that we all know best what we can 
afford in the line of payment for municipal services, par- 
ticularly in the area of employees. 

Collective bargaining processes, now at their disposal, 
place the municipal employees in a better position to seek 
salary increases and fringe benefits. 

At the bargaining table, these matters can be thrashed 
out. 

We highly favor the home rule amendment, as proposed 
for adoption at the annual town meeting. 

Let us, here in Andover, decide what the freight will 
bear. 

Not those so comfortably ensconced under the Golden 
Dome on Beacon Hill. 

We are paying their salaries and expenses too. Let us 
decide how much we can afford locally, and not be dic- 
tated to by a formidable, well-paid group meeting periodi- 
cally in Boston. 


‘Bill Doherty’ 


Within the space of a few short weeks there will be a 
rather historic pounding of the gavel adjourning a school 
committee here in Andover. 

It wi'' signal the end of almost 40 years of service to 


hope they won’t be needed for personal services. 

We are faced, in this modern era of discreet packaging 
of goods of overloading our disposal containers. | 

We still accept the fact that the disposal site in West 
Andover will meet our needs, as attested to by the almost 
3,000 cars which have been counted on a Saturday deposit- 
ing waste and paying neighborly social visits. 

Very rapidly, the area is running out of space. 

The committee has made its recommendations to the 
selectmen. 

They are really but a stop-gap measure, for the problem 
magnifies as the town increases in size. 

We would hope the selectmen and other town officials 
give some very serious thought to this problem. 

Time is running short. 


Attention is needed to this problem as well as many 
others. 

But in this area, one which the Andover citizen probably 
accepts as a facility which will always exist and be avail- 
able, may very shortly become extinct and unuseable. 

We can recall a Boston newspaper columnist, now de- 
ceased, who had a daily feature in his treatise entitled, 
‘‘Thoughts While Shaving,’’ in which he once said, what 
would I do if I couldn’t go to the dump on Saturday? 

That was several years ago. 

Over a decade after the man’s death, it appears to be 
more than just a thought while shaving — it is a serious 
matter which must be met now, and examined on a regional 
basis as to a future course. 


the town’s education system by William A. Doherty, who 
has announced he will not seek re-election in March. 

We would like to refer to him as ‘Bill Doherty’ for over 
the years, in controversy as a committeeman, in praise for 
his actions on the board, he has always been a fair and 
impartial observer of Andover’s educational needs. 

To those who agreed, Bill was a hero, to those who 
opposed his thoughts, he was sometimes referred to as 
behind the times and unmindful of: Andover’s financial 
future.

If nothing more can be said of Bill Doherty’s devoted 
and dedicated service to the school committee of this 
town, it must be noted that he always spoke forth and 
stood for what he believed was right and just for public 
education. 

He holds a state record for serving on a school com- 


mittee in this state for the most consecutive years. An 
outstanding achievement, particularly in view of his ab- 
sence of but one meeting, that due to illness, in close to 
900 sessions during his tenure. 

As a newspaper, we would be remiss, if we did not com- 
ment particularly on one of his most solid accomplish- 
ments, and the one which behooved him to become a 
school committee candidate in 1931. 

He ran on a platform of open meetings, during a time 
when school committee business was transacted behind 
closed doors. 

Bill opened them as a newspaper reporter, bringing forth 
the facts to the townspeople. After several years, the 
doors were thrown open completely to the town. 

As late as his last meeting a couple of weeks ago, Bill 
Doherty once again opposed an executive session. 

Bill Doherty will be missed as a member of the school 
committee in the years ahead. He has added much to the 
town’s education system. 

Only time will prove whether his prophecies and phil- 
osophies, some accepted, some rejected by his col- 
leagues, were proper or improper, 

His experience, his devotion to public service, the time 
he spent at many years of unpaid public service, we think 
may cause Andover residents one day to pause and reflect 
and think that maybe ‘Bill’ was right, and, yes, we should 
have listened, | 


Perhaps a most fitting tribute to Mr. Doherty’s long 


years of service to the town and to public education, would 
be to name one of Andover’s new schools in his honor.

Locally many worked to get 
the Home Rule Amendment 
adopted.

But 
the advocacy of any method is a 
puzzle if the advocates seem to 
have no use for it once it is ob- 
tained. However, it is hoped that 
many shall join in making use of 
home rule powers to improve in- 
come of the town from local 
sources other than real estate’ 
taxes. 

It is mostly agreeable that gov- 
ernments must raise revenue 
where available. Here in Andover 
an important source of income has 
long been neglected, that of the 
various fees for inspection ser- 
vices essential for protecting the 
general welfare as well as pro- 
tecting the town’s principal asset: 
The quality of buildings of all 
kinds. 

Presently the fees charged sug- 
gest something less than adequate 
inspection is being provided and 
that little is left to the town after 
paying out of pocket expenses. All 
such fees should be. adjusted as 
well as a review made of the 
methods and records of inspection. 
Also another source of income 
should be considered. 

Rent should be charged to elec- 
tric, telephone and gas companies 
for the use of space by their 
vaults in the public way as well 
transformer and related gear 
which uses space overhead in the 
public way.

the coming year. 

Of the $803,000 increase, Dr, 
Seifert said, there was an already 
built-in cost of $317,000, due to new 
personnel added to the system 
last year, as well as increments 
earned by the professional staff 
during the year. 

During the preliminary budget 
discussions, members of the Fi- 
nance committee sat in with the 
groups, thus gaining an insight 
into the town’s education budget 
and possibly eliminating lengthy 
discussion periods at a later date 
when the FinCom makes its final 
perusal of the school department 
financial requests. 

The school committee plans to 
go over the budget item-by-item 
in evening meetings next Tuesday, 
Jan, 20 and the following Monday, 
Jan. 26, for explanation and justi- 
fication,’’ 

But it was obvious Tuesday that 
the board was delighted to see a 
budget which had already under- 
gone considerable refinement, 
and whose total increase over 
last year’s budget ran counter to 
the prevailing inflationary trends. 

Their main request was for 
grouping together of all expendi- 
tures for each department, so that 
the budgeted funds for each de- 
partment could be accurately as- 
certained. Chairman Dr. Richard 
A, Katz noted, for example, that 
audio-visual expenditures cropped 
up in several places in the budget. 

The committee also wants to 
know ‘‘what’s in the closet’? in 
the way of left over supplies, 
scholar’s supplies, home econom- 
ics and art supplies. . .and the 
like before approving their expense 
budgets. Member William King 
also advised changing the name of 
one item from ‘‘multi-sensory 
media’’ to a more garden-vari- 
ety name, if the school depart- 
ment wanted town meeting to swal- 
low it. 

Preliminary discussion of 
school operation and maintenance 
expenses revealed that heating 
costs were high at Bancroft, due 

to the use of a #2 oil burner, 
necessitating use of domestic (#2) 
oil instead of #5, the cheaper in- 
dustrial grade. The school de- 
partment did not know of the sub- 
stitution of the #2 burner until it 
was in. This elicited such bit- 
ing witticisms by soon-to-retire 
committeeman William A. Doherty 
on building committees, a favorite 
target of his, that his colleagues 
declared him in fine fettle, an 
top form. 

The committee questioned 
whether the town would do well to 
hire its own experts for its elec- 
trical and plumbing maintenance 
and repair as suggested by former 
Town Manager Richard Bowen, in- 
stead of fighting exorbitant ser- 
vice contracts in these systems.

Join In 
Birdwalk 


Perhaps it is the scarcity of 
opportunities to pay one dollar 
for the privilege of starting out 
at dawn in zero weather and spend- 
ing the day exposed to frostbite 
that makes the annual Christmas 


_ bird count so appealing. 


Anyway, several hundred per- 
sons cheerfully paid the price in 
money and discomfort during the 
recent bird count period, and we 
were “among them. The dollar 
is collected, of course, to pay 
for later publication of the bird 
records -- it being most un- 
likely that anyone who did not 
participate would purchase the 
document. 

Since the inland New England 
count in whichI participated hap- 
pened on New Year’s Day, the fact 
that the temperature when it began 
was zero had special compensa- 
tions. If one can get out of bed, 
exposure to weather like that tends 
to. straighten out fuzziness engen- 
dered by the previous evening’s 
festivities. Indeed, one soon for- 
gets the lack of sleep associated 
with New Year’s Eve. 


For those with saner hobbies, 
it should be explained that inland 
New England birding in deep win- 
ter -- as opposed to coastal bird- 
ing -- has acertainlack of glamor. 
There is less hopeful speculation 
that the winds from Greenland may 
have blown down some exotic 
Winged creature. It’s more a 
matter of recording every chick- 
adee, starling or other common 
bird that one may encounter. 

Nor is there any hope that your 
team may count more than the 
200-plus species that birders in 
Florida and California will be 
scoring. The only competitive 
chance that one has in New Eng- 
land is the possibility that teams 


in your area may count more white- [f° 


breasted nuthatches or blue-jays, 
or similar birds, than are counted 
in any other section of America. 


It is, of course, the commonness 
of some of the birds common to 
the region that produces national 
records,

Birders from those sections often 
surprise us by asking for recom- 
mendations of possible sites where 
one might see a bird which we 
see so often that we almost con- 
sider it a nuisance. For instance, 
a westerner sometimes asks where 
he might see such a ‘‘rare’”’ 
bird -- to him -- as the cat- 
bird. He asks in all the ignorance 
we exhibit in inquiring from him 
where we might find a Gila Wood- 
pecker. 


Any inland birding team working 
in the Christmas count knows in 
advance that its total of species 
for the day probably will not ex- 
ceed 35 -- and more probably will 
fall far short of. that.. So there is 
little glory in the undertaking.

The ‘members warned the 
selectmen, finance committee 
members and town manager, that, 
in essence, their recommendations 
were of a stop-gap nature since 
land is running out at the site and 
a regional committee is current- 
ly studying the problem in the 
Greater Lawrence area. 

Among other recommendations 
were the locating of the exit and 
entrance gates together to avoid 
confusion at the present site, and 
fully enforce restriction that only 
Andover generated waste be de- 
posited in the dump area. 

Restriction of the number of 
dump keys must be made withkeys 
available only to the attendant, 
fire department and manager. 

Expansion of facilities, such as 
the roadways and garage and lock- 
er reom facilities is also recom- 
mended. 

The committee advises that the 
present system of private pickup 
of waste should be continued and 
not taken over by the town.

As mentioned previously, new 
home construction dropped some- 
what last year, with only 131 
units authorized as compared to 
148 a year ago. Total valuation 
of the new home eonstruction in 
1969 was estimated at $3,509,700. 

There were 200 permits issued 
for additions and alterations during 
the year, with an estimated value 
of $471,655. 

Other permits, many for swim- 
ming pools were also issued by 
Peatman during the year, totalling 
$129,159. 

Andover had been seeking indus- 
try for many years and apparently 
the allure of the community dawned 
during 1969, thus providing some 
ease for the local taxpayer. 

As the new decade approaches 
there is still room for industrial 
expansion, particularly inthe West 
Andover area, and apparently the 
Industrial Development Commis- 
sion is working on expansion inthis 
area.

In Partitions 


Fire caused _ considerable 
damage to the upper floor and 
roof of the Timothy Scanlon resi- 
dence, 90 Summer St., late Mon- 
day night. 

Firefighters, summoned by an 
alarm from box 482, at10:34p.m., 
worked several hours to extin- 
guish the blaze which crept into 
the partitions and made attack on 
the source difficult in the sub- 
freezing temperatures. 

Cause of the fire was listed as 
stemming from wiring on the ex- 
terior of the roof, applied to pre- 
vent icing up of gutters. The 
wiring apparently overheated, of- 
ficials said, thus starting the fire 
underneath the shingles and the 
partitions. 

Fire fighting operations were 
under the direction of Deputy Chief 
Albert J. Cole. Engines one from 
Central station, three from Bal- 
lardvale and ladder one from Cen- 
tral responded. 

Salvage covers were placed on 
furniture on the bottom floor to 
prevent as much water damage as 
possible. The property owners 
assisted by neighbors carried sev- 
eral valuable items out of the 
house to abutting residents.
